The Mayor and the Police. 


Tue Times does not wish to be un- 
derstood as throwing a straw in the 
way of bringing the police force up to 
a high standard of efficiency. If there 
is demoralization, laxity, want of direc- 
tion, or bad management in it, let it be 
thoroughly overhauled, and the quicker 
the better. There is,of course, a right 
and a wrong way to go at this. Yes- 
terday we had something to say of 
Mayor Workman’s lecture to the force. 
We believed it to be maladroit. The 
Mayor may be correct in every one of 
his charges, and his idea of trying to 
wake the officers up to greater efficiency 
may be good, but the method of pro- 
cedure struck us as awkward and not 
calculated to produce the best results. 
Tun Times has supported Mayor Work- 
man faithfully, because it believed him 
to be zealously working for the best 
interests of the city. If he wishes to 
proceed by recognized methods we are 
with him for as full an investigation as 
he desires. But let the investigation 
be full and fair. We do not believe in 
dismissing men from the force without 
a hearing or without establishing their 
inefficiency.

Dangerous Thoroughfares. 


Second and Temple streets are both 
narrow. Each is traversed by a cable 
railway, and, if the truth must be told, 
their roadways are not good for much 
else. If the city authorities would put 
placards, ‘“‘No Thoroughfare—Dan- 
ger, all along those streets, and stop 
travel over them with wagons and bug- 
gies, they would be doing a good serv- 
ice. Horses seem to take freight more 
readily atthe cable cars than at any 
other conveyance, and, in such narrow 
streets, where there is no room to turn 
or to get out of the way, there is con- 
stant danger of runaways and serious 
accidents. Yesterday such a mishap 
was narrowly averted. The narrow 
escapes are too frequent to be at all 
comfortable. 

We have no word of fault to find 
with the cable companies, because they 
built their lines on regularly granted 
franchises and have a perfect right to 
run them. Undoubtedly they are as 
careful as can be expected, else there 
would be many more accidents to re- 
cord. The cable roads are valuable 
means of communication, too—so val- 
uable that the city might well afford to 
surrender the two streets named tothem 
and to the pedestrian travel which can 
be accommodated by the sidewalks. But, 
in doing this, or even in approximating 
it, there arises the necessity of pro- 
viding parallel thoroughfares which

port of Old Probs on the 
cultural Outlook — Corn 
Injured by Drouth—The 
Harvest. 


By Telegraph to The Times. 

WASHINGTON, July 31.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.] The weather crop bulletin of 
the signal office for the week ending July 
30th says: “During the week the weather 
has been warmer than usual from the south- 
ern New England and the middle Atlantic 
States westward to the Rocky Mountains, 
the average daily excess being about 3°. 
During the week there has been an excess of 
rainfall in the States bordering on the At- 
lantic and in the east gulf States, Minne- 
sota, Dakota and northern Nebraska. These 
excessive rains havépeen accompanied by 
severe local storms, resulting in injury to 
growing crops and retarding the harvest. 
In the central valleys and lake region less 
than the usual amount of rain occurred, and 
the drouth continues in the corn-belt ex- 
tending from Ohio westward to lowa and 
Kansas. During July the rainfall was gen- 
erally in excess in States on the Atlantic 
Coast. Throughout the cotton-belt, in the 
extreme northwest and in portions of the 
upper lake region, there has been less than 
the usual amount of rain during the month 
and probably less than one-half the usual 
amount throughout the corn-belt. Ex- 
cessive heat and the absence 
affected this crop unfavorably, and re- 
ports from Ohio, Michigan, Indiana and 
thence westward to Kansas indicate that 
the drouth has unfavorably affected pota- 
toes and the corncrop. In the Middle At- 
lantic and New England States the weather 
has been unfavorable to corn, but excessive 
rains have injured hay and oats. In Minne- 
sota, Dakota and Nebraska the weather has 
been generally favorable to all cro Har- 
vesting isin progress as far north as the 
forty-seventh parallel.“ 

CROP SUMMARY. 

CunicaGco, July 31.—The following crop 
summary will appear in this week’s issue 
of the Farmers’ Review: “Continued 
drouth in many States has materially 
lamaged the corn crop. Where rains have 
allen the injury, however, is not as yet 
serious. The oat crop at this date is turn- 
ing out as light as was expected.“

He did not get up to break- 
but no one thought anything of it until 
2 o'clock, when the proprietor asked his 
clerk to Ahe up to his room and call Mr. Ort- 
lepp.. e door was locked, and when the 
<lerk\ looked over the transom he saw the 
occupant lying on the bed. The door was 
broken open, and on going to the bed they 
found that he had been dead some hours, 
He was lying on the bed with his clething 
on, and everything about the room went 
to prove that he arose yesterday morning, 
dressed himself and deliberately sat down 
on the side of the bed and shot himself 


through the heart with a 41-caliber 13

She has there- 
fore been thoroughly tested and in all 
kinds of weather, and it may be imag- 
ined that every sort of improvement 
has been made in her which such 
varied experience has suggested. The 
battle between single-stickers, 
therefore, wil] be more stubbornly con- 
tested than ever before in the long and 
brilliant America’s cup record. 

On this side of the water the Ameri- 
cans have not been idle. Not content 
with the Priscilla, the Atlantic, the 
Puritan and the Mayflower, any one of

The Merrimac.

The barge Lizzie Wallace arrived at the 
Richmond and Danville — on Friday 
with 200 tons of old iron consigned to the 
Old Dominion Iron and Nail Works. This 
iron is what may be called the remains of 
the Confederate gunboat Virginia formerly 
the United States steamship Merrimac, 
which encountered the Monitor in Hamp- 
ton Roads during the late war, causing one 
of the most memorable naval engagements 
of modern 1 ＋ The Monitor was disabled 
and hauled und the Merrimac returned 
toward Norfolk, but was never in active 
service afterward. She was afterwards 
named the Virginia. The armour plate was 
laid aside at the Gosport navy-yard, in 
Portsmouth, after she was blown up by the 
Confederates, and remained there until a 
day or two ago, when all of it was placed , 
on the Wallace to be brought to ‘Richmond, 
It was sold recently as scrap-iron to a 

Northern gentleman, who subsequently suld 
it to the Old Dominion Iron and Nail Works.

3 TKSTIMONY AT THE IN- 
QUEST CONCLUDED. — 


Unhealthy Condition of the Heart and 


Other Organs—A Verdict Charging 
Kegel With Inflicting the Injury 
Previpitating His Wife's Death. 


The concluding testimony in the cele- 
brated Kegal case was taken by Coroner 
Meredith yesterday morning at Orr & 
Sutch’s undertaking rooms. As was stated 
in Saturday’s Times, the inquest was post- 
poned to allow the doctors making the post- 
mortem examination time to make a micro- 
scopic examination of the heart, without 
doing which it would be impossible to de- 
cide the cause of death. This being an 
important case and the question to be de- 
cided a very delicate one, viz: Whether the 
deceased died from natural causes or vio- 
lence. A portion of the testimony of Dr. 
Cohn, the examining surgeon, is repub- 
lished. 

DR. 1. F. COUN 
sworn: I reside in Los Angeles, and am a 
practising physician and surgeon. This 
morning I made a post-mortem examination 
on the body of a female about 40 years of 
age, five feet two inches in height and 125 
pounds in weight, light-blue eyes and curly, 
auburn hair. There were no marks of ex- 
ternal violence, excepting a fracture of the 
eleventh rib, in its shaft, about one or two 
inches from its angle between it and the 
vertebral articulation. Internally, the lower 
and middle lobe ot the right lung are ad- 
hered to the pleura and thorax posteriorly. 
and the anterior ion of the middle lobe 
also adhered to the pleura. That portion ot 
the lung is in the second stage of pneumo- 
nia, left lung healthy. Pericardial fluid 
more than normalin amount. Hypertrophy 
of the right auricle. Muscular degeneration 
of the whole heart.

After I quit work Friday 1 stayed 
at home all the evening. Saturday 
morning I worked with the engine. About 
Lo’clock I rode down the canon past Kegel’s 
and over to San Fernando, where I went to 
the telegraph office and senta message to 
Los Angeles for a man to be sent out with a 
new piece of machinery. I waited there for 
an answer to the telegram until 6:15, when 
{ started for home. As I passed Kegel’ 81 
saw Kegel and his wife. It was just about 
dark. I did not leave the house that night. 
I did not know of any injuries to Mrs. 
Kegel until Monday, when Dr. Brierly told 
me I was accused of beating her. 
HENRY KEGEL 
sworn: I reside in Caton Tejunga. I am 
a farmer. I have lived there eighteen years. 
I was in Los Angeles a week ago last Fri- 
day. 1 left here for home about 6 o’elock, 
and arrived home about 12. On arrivin 
home my wife went in and went to bed 
—4 up the horses. Yes, 
rinking in town. Yes, she

John Lawrence devotes several pages 
of his Treatise on Cattle [1805] to the 
Hereford breed, but his observations as 
to its origin are not aa clear. The 
Herefordshire cattle,“ he says, obvi- 
ously at this day a mixed breed, are in 
general supposed to have been origin- 
ally of the Devonshire species. There 
are no documents existing with which 
I am ac zuainted respecting this pre- 


sumed origin, or the succeeding crosses, . 


or what length of time the present 
famous variety has been perma- 
nent, but its great size is doubtless 
derived from an iutercopulation 
with the heaviest of the Welsh breeds, 
or with that of eo ag an ad- 
oining county. A Welsh chiefly, or 
embroke cross, is now said to be much 
affected by the Hereforshire breeders. 
Are we to conjecture that the Hereford- 
shire owe their bald face to the smoky- 
white faces of the red cattle of Mont- 
mery, trom which race, crossed with 
von bulls, originated the famous one 
of which we now speak, their various 
colors arisin from other Welsh 
crosses; or, that the Montgomerys 
derive their smoky faces and substance 
from a Hereford cross?” There is 
certainly plenty of room for speculation 
in these conjectures. The only pity is 
that Lawrence seems to have had no 
evidence to l either theory. Ile 
quotes Marshall’s description of the 
„Which, he says, was obtained on 
the spot from breeders and graziers. 
As regards the excellence of the breed, 
Lawrence was in no doubt, however puz- 
zled he may have been as to its origin. 
There are certain peculiar prominent 
features of distinction invariably to be 
observed among them—the horns, the 
white face, a faintness or dullness in 
the color, great substance, as well as 
depth of carcass, with generally a 
roundness of the bones.“ In advising 
the Hereford breeders to preserve the 
old blood in a state of as great purity as 
_ Lawrence assures them that 
ey possessed for some purpose the 
most valuable breed of cattle in the 
world.” The distinguishing qualities 
of Hereford oxen,“ he continues, are 
the produce of beef, quick feeding in 
proportion to their growth and size, 
and the union of strength and speed in 
labor. With respect to the most profit- 
able return in the quantity of beef, it 
may be presumed no breed in England 
can stand in competition with this, 
and they have accordingly been most 
successful at the annual prize shows. 
They also command the first price alive 
or dead. 
Parkinson's Treatise on Live Stock. 
dated 1810,is of asomewhat general 
character. He says the Hereford cat- 
tle may be properly termed half- 
horned { Marshall’s ‘‘middle-horned’’ is 
a better phrase], being very similar to 
the cattle bred from a short-horned 
cow and a long-horned bull. Most of 
them have white faces, bellies and 
throats, and all their lower parts are of 
the same color, with some white on the 
shoulders, or rather the chine, seldom 
continuing along the back in the orna- 
mental way of the Lancashire cattle.” 
Their color, he adds, is chiefly a dark 
red; some are brown, others yel- 
low, but age | any blue or black; 
some few are brindled with white, 
as above described. They are 
not a showy kind of cattle, having 
little of the ‘gentleman’ about them, 
but are of a very useful kind.“ He had 
geen several of this breed of cattle that 
had been imported into Ireland, which, 
on worse keep did much better than 
some Devons imported about the same 
time. The Hereford cattle are, he re- 
marks, * 1 than any other sort, ex- 
cepting the Yorkshire. They are 
heavily fleshed, many of them being 
fine grained and beautifully marbled, 
with a more regular proportion of fat 
and lean than some other breeds. On 
the whole, he concludes, they must be 
allowed to be a very valuable breed, 
and well fitted for the grazier. Parkin- 
son thought the alleged change of the

with water. A fence rail is thrown 
down on either side and other rails laid 
across, five or six inches apart, or one 
over each row. After two days the 
rails are removed, except from 9 to 3 
in the day-time and after a week left 
off entirely, when the plants can be re- 
moved toa 1 place. At this 
season it is better to heel in each plant 
so that it can be lifted separately. In 
this way some dirt can be lifted with 
the plant, and it is really about as good 
as a potted plant—better in fact than 
one that has become pot-bound.

ANIMAL AILMENTS, 


And Some Suggestions About Com- 
batting Them. 
[Veterinary Department Prairie Farmer.] 
Cracked Heels.—A. E., Kimball (Ind.): 
What must I do for a fine, short-horn 
cow who has been lame for two weeks 
in her left leg? Some say it is cracked 
hoof or heel. Are other cattle liable to 
take it? Please give its cause and cure. 
After proper cleansing with sponge 
and warm water, apply twice or thrice 
daily a sufficiency of an ointment made 
of one part of verdigris and eight parts 
of hog’s lard. Ban ng is not neces- 
sary; but the cow should be kept on a 
good pasture. The exact cause of the 
evil in this case we could not name, 
not knowing the conditions and sur- 
roundings in which the animal has 
been kept. The ailment is not con- 
tagious. 
Probably Stone in Bladder.—W. 8., 
Bunker Hill (III.): Please inform me 
what to do with a horse that can’t 
hold his water. He makes frequent 
attempts to urinate and passes water 
freely several times an hour. 
The trouble may be due to gravel or 
stone in tbe kidneys, bladder, or 
the urethra, and which may be ascer- 
tained on examination by a skilled 
veterinarian, and who would after such 
an examination be best prepared to ad- 
vise the proper treatment of the case. 
Enlaryement at the Navel.—T. W. E., 
Milmine (III.): One of my mares has a 
horse colt 3 months old. It was a nice 
colt and did well first six weeks, at 
which time I noticed anenlargement at 


ing is now about the size of a large hen 
. Colt doing 3 Please 
let me know through the Prairie Farm- 
er what can be done, I am unable to 
contrive any bandage that will stay on 
the seeming rupture. There is appar- 
ently no soreness. We could not de- 
cide whether the enlargement is due 
to other causes than a so-called rup- 
ture. This could more properly be de- 
cided on examination by a competent 
veterinarian. Of course, treatment 
would vary greatly between that for a 
possible abscess and a rupture. 

Tumors.—J. W. F., IIIiopolis (III.): I 
have two suckling colts that have some 
singular disease; one very suddenly 
took swelling in left flank and under 
belly about as — 2 asa pint cup, and 
the one under belly is working forward 
almost under front legs; the second one 
has a lump on joint of right shoul- 
der about same size. Lumps are hard; 
the work horses have had the .distem- 
per. Please give any information as to 
ailment and relief. 

Let the animals have freedom on 
12 Apply daily to the swel- 
ings a sufficincy of a liniment made of 
two ounces of aqua ammonia and ahalf 
pint of camphorated oil. If a soft 
place appears on the swelling they 
should be lanced to liberate matter. 

Fungus.—J. W. P., Burlington, (Ia.): 
I have a very fine mule that has sev- 
eral warts on different purts of- its 
body and limbs. The * is just 
above the hoof on front foot; it has 
been taken off once level with the rest 
of the leg, and at another time it was 
reduced a little, but there was no cure, 
and now it is as large as the top of a 
man’s hat, extending nearly around the 
leg. There is another just above the 
knee on the same, but it is about the 
size of a lurge hen’s egg. Please ad- 
vise treatment. 

In its present state it is not very 
probable that any, medical applica- 
tion will remove the tungus growth. It 
would seem that resort to a surgical 
operation is required; but as such tu- 
mors are very vascular, the danger of 
serious or fatal hemorrhage is great; 
and such an operation as would be re- 
quired should be performed only by an 


| expert veterinarian, who would be pre- 


pared to meet emergencies as they 
might occur, and also direct proper 
subsequent treatment of the case. 

Probably Inflwenza.—W. II. II., Leaf 
River, (III.): I have a horse that has 
been sick for eight or ten days. He 
first seemed very dumpish, had a short 
hacking cough, and seems to be sore in 
the throat in the region of the breast. 
Swollen very bad on the breast and 
down the front legs, and back on the 
chest and abdomen. Very little fever; 
pulse very weak—50 to 60 per minute. 
Respiration short and quick. Horse 
will lie down and stay for an hour very 
quiet. Both sides of chest a little sore 
at present. Please state what is the 
matter, and give treatment. 

The ailment is probably influenza. 
Give good nourishiug food and keep 
the animal loose in a cool place. Give 
no physic, but administer several times 
daily injections by the rectum. If 
breathing continues hurried, give thrice 
daily, each time three drachms of fluid 
extract of belladonna, one drachm of 
camphor, one ounce of sweet spirit of 
nitre, in half a pint of cold water, 
carefully injected. When relief is ob- 
tained give tonics, such as two drachms 
of carbonate of iron, and half an ounce 
of gentian, mixed with a little mohagses, 


tongue morning and evening. Use no 
setons or blisters. Give plenty of 
fresh-cut grass; no hay whatever, and 
all the cold flaxseed tea thé horse will 
drink instead of water.

unless ia be those hatched in March an 
April, which, under favorable circum- 
stances, are far — 1 along to be out 
of the way of any disease caused by 
hot, dry weather. 

At this season of the year—and 
especially July and August—lice 
abound more than at * other time, 
and chicks will become infested with 
them unless careistaken. Many per- 
sons wonder why their young chicks 
droop and mope around for a week or 
two. all the time getting thinner and 
weaker, finally become unable to stand, 
and die—these 1 claiming all the 
time that lice is not the cause of it, 
because they have searched under the 
wing for the red or yellow louse, on the 
head for the | head-lice, and in 
fact have looked them from top to bot- 
tom for parasites, and have found 
none. I wonder if they ever looked on 
the throat, or at the side below their 
‘ears, for the large head-lousé? I won- 
der if it ever entered into the brain of 
such breeders that the head-louse 
could destroy the life of chicks from 
two to six weeks old by sucking the 
life-blood from the throat and under 
the head. If it has not, I can 
tell them that such is the 
case, and I say, without fear of contra- 
diction, that when the chick ap- 
pears weak. growing weaker and thin- 
ner—the skin seems to shrink upon the 
body, and there is no thin or slimy dis- 
charge from the body—and when the 
chick eats, it is usually with difficulty, 
and as the supposed disease advances 
it seems almost impossible for the 
chick to swallow, finally refusing to 
eat; when any or all of the above symp- 
toms appear, then examine the under 
part of the head, and the throat in 
the front and at the sides, for the head- 
louse, and nine times in ten he will be 
found at home amongst the down and 
8 feathers; then apply two- 
thirds glycerine, one-third carbolic 
acid, and five times as much water as 
the above mixture. 


Sea Gull Eggs. 

(California Cackler.] 

These , Which are known in the 
San Franc markets as Farallone 
eggs, are largely used for cooking B 
poses at hotels and restaurants. They 
are gathered from the rocks, on the 
Farallone Islands, by Italian egg-pick- 
ers, who understand scaling the pre- 
cipitous rocks, and also how to elude 
the lighthouse keepers, who give them 
a lively chase when discovered. The 
plan pursued by the men is exceedingly 
exasperating to the officers of the Gov- 
ernment. party of six, eight or 
twelve drop in in one night unob- 
served, and keep out of the way as 
much as possible.
